SEOUL, Ko rea, No v . 23— 
(/P\— 
Jets clashed o v er Ko rea to day fo r 
the first time in liv e day s. The 
fight came ju st 12 ho u rs after 
Su pcrfo rts bo mbed a new Red jet 
base two miles fro m Red China’s 
Manchu rian fro ntier. 
Two MIG-15s were damaged in 
a battle in bright su nlight be­ 
tween abo u t 30 Red jets and 30 
American F-8 4 thu nderjets, the 
U. S. Fifth Air Fo rce repo rted. It 
said all Thu nderjets retu rned safe­ 
ly - 
Du ring the night twelv e B-29 
Su pcrfo rts igno red an angry co r­ 
do n o f Ro d jets and ro ared thro u gh 
intense flak in the first bo mbing 
raid o n the Co mmu nists’ Uiju Jet 
base. 
Effectiv e Strike 
The strike was effectiv e, Far 
East Air Fo rces said. It repo rted 
all B-29 s retu rned fro m the raid 
two miles so u th o f the Yalu Riv er 
bo u nda ry . 
This strike so clo se to the “sanc­ 
tu ary o f Manchu ria” po inted u p 
the 
mo u nting 
Allied 
effo rt 
to 
blo ck o ff the gro wing Co mmu nist 
air threat and keep the Reds fro m 
setting u p bases in No rth Ko rea 
clo ser to the battle line. 
Gen. Ho y t S. Vandenberg, chief 
o f the U. -S. Air Fo rce, warned in 
'Washingto n that Red China has 
emerged su ddenly as a majo r air 
po we’. He said this new-bo rn Air 
Fo rce with Ru ssian ty pe jets and 
Ru ssian speaking pilo ts has bro k­ 
en Allied air su premacy in Ko rea 
altho u gh the United Natio ns still 
ho lds su perio rity . 
MIGs In Ko rea 
Allied spo tter planes recently 
repo rted MIGs nesting in Ko rea 
fo r the first time in the war. The 
field was Uiju . F-8 6 Sabre jets 
strafed the field Su nday , cau ght 
11 MIGs o n a tax i strip and re­ 
po rted eight destro y ed o r dam ­ 
aged. 
Then the Big Su perfo rts hit last 
night. 
Co mmu nist jets snarled aro u nd 
the B-29 s bu t FEAF said they 
made no firing ru ns. 
“The who le sky was fu ll o f 
searchlights,” o ne crewman said. 
“It lo o ked like they were try ing 
to bracket u s.” 
Gro u nd actio n alo ng the sno w- 
swept battle fro nt qu ieted after a 
Thanksgiv ing Day attack in the 
west by po ssibly 6,000 Chinese. 
One Allied u nit plo wed a mile 
ahead thro u gh six inches o f sno w 
and a Red battalio n o n the East­ 
ern fro nt o f Yanggu . Other U. N. 
u nits beat back two Co mmu nist 
pro bing attacks near the Pu nch­ 
bo wl. 
No Other Actio n 
The U. S. Eighth Army repo rted 
there was no o ther significant ac­ 
tio n Friday mo rning ex cept a ser­ 
ies o f small Chinese pro bing at­ 
tacks alo ng the Western fro nt, 
west o f Ko rangpo and so u thwest 
o f Cho rwo n. 
It was in the Cho rwo n area 
where the Chinese stru ck Thanks­ 
giv ing mo rning. They hit fiv e Al­ 
lied stro ngpo ints. 
The Reds sto rmed barbed wire 
fo rtificatio ns behind an artillery 
and mo rtar barrage. U. N. infan­ 
try men 
fo u ght 
them 
o ff 
with 
flame-thro wers, machinegu n and 
artillery fire. 
The Reds o v erran o ne Allied po ­ 
sitio n bu t U. N. infantry men re­ 
gained it witho u t firing a sho t.
